Dear  Members  of  the  Class  of  2011, 

As  I write  this  you  are  finishing  finals  and  getting  ready  for  Senior 
Week  and  Commencement.  By  the  time  you  read  it,  you  will  be 
Muhlenberg  alumni.  Then?  Well,  if  you're  like  most  people  you'll  put 
this  yearbook  away  for  a while,  and  then  a longer  while,  and  then 
another  longer  while,  digging  it  out  every  few  years  when  you  get 
together  with  old  friends  or  prepare  to  come  back  to  Berg  for  a 
reunion. 

So  what  can  I say  to  you  that  will  be  relevant  next  month,  and  five 
years  from  now,  and  fifty  years  from  now?  That’s  a challenge,  but  I'll 
give  it  a try. 

First,  I know  your  time  at  Muhlenberg  mattered  to  the  College,  and 
hope  it  mattered  to  you.  We've  had  an  eventful  four  years  during 
your  time  here.  We  survived  the  Great  Recession.  The  campus 
changed  in  important  ways:  a new  science  building  opened,  the  new 
Wood  Commons  was  built,  the  Village  was  constructed,  Rehearsal  House  was  created,  Hillel  was  enlarged.  We 
had  triumphs  on  the  athletic  fields  (from  our  first  ever  undefeated  football  team  in  your  freshman  year  to  womens' 
basketball  going  to  the  Sweet  Sixteen  in  your  senior  year),  and  on  our  stages  (Ruddigore,  Pajama  Game,  Urinetown, 
Bat  Boy,  and  many  others).  I watched  many  of  you  grow  in  maturity,  intellect,  and  leadership  abilities.  Your  four 
years  here  were  fun  and  satisfying  for  me  - and  I hope  they  were  for  you  too. 


When  you  come  back  (and  I hope  you  will  come  back  often),  you  will  notice  more  changes:  the  students  will  seem 
younger;  you  will  probably  be  shocked  by  their  hairstyles,  their  clothes,  their  music.  Your  professors  will  gradually 
become  old,  then  ancient,  and  finally  they'll  retire.  There  will  be  younger  faculty  who  didn't  teach  you  and  who  you 
don't  remember. 


Don't  let  any  of  those  changes  daunt  you.  Every  generation  has  this  experience.  Just  look  a little  harder  and  you'll 
find  that  the  Muhlenberg  spirit  hasn't  really  changed  at  all.

Eventually,  will  you  support  this  place  with  your  time,  your  talent,  and  your  treasure? 


I hope  you  were  able  to  answer  "yes”  to  all  these  questions  by  the  time  you  graduated,  and  I hope  the  lessons  you 
learned  at  Muhlenberg  have  served  you  well  in  life.  If  I am  still  at  Muhlenberg  when  next  you  visit,  I hope  you  will 
stop  in  and  say  hello.

All  of  the  Greek  social  and  service 
franternities  and  sororities,  several  student  organizations,  and  a few  ragtag  groups  of  dorm-mates  (such  as  the 
"2nd  Floor  Animals")  participated.  Together,  those  teams  raised  a total  of  $21,691.78  for  the  American  Cancer 
Society.  The  "Top  Team"  of  the  weekend  was  Berg  Biddies  and  Bros,  who  raised  $2,064.00.  While  the  financial 
contributions  were  impressive,  it  was  the  emotional  dedication  of  each  team  to  the  cause  that  truly  made  the 
2011  Relay  for  Life  an  outstanding  event.

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The  Muhlenberg  Community  Garden  broke  ground  in  the  spring  of  2010  after  several  months  of  collaboration  amongst  faculty, 
staff,  and  students  that  occurred  in  a variety  of  classes,  informal  discussions,  and  Garden  Committee  meetings.  Since  then,  the 
garden  has  had  a successful  first  year  filled  with  produce,  community  gatherings,  and  modest  expansion.  The  purpose  of  the  garden 
is  to  bring  together  individuals  from  all  aspects  of  the  college  community  to  work  on  a common  project  while  sharing  in  the  benefits 
of  a green  space  and  fresh  food. 


During  the  2010-2011  academic  year,  the  Garden  Committee  held  several  successful  events  using  produce  from  the  garden, 
including  a Pesto  Party,  a Stuffed  Pepper  Party,  and  a Salsa  Party.

You  have  to  listen  to  the 
inner  spirit,  which  some  call  a gut  feeling,  or  a gut 
instinct,  or  whatever; 

3.  You  will  get  a lot  more  out  of  life  if  you  are  willing  to 
occasionally  step  outside  of  your  comfort  zone,  even  i 
it's  hard  to  do  so; 

4.  Things  will  happen  to  you  that  you  cannot  control  - so 
you  have  to  acknowledge  that  you  don't  have  as  muc 
control  as  you'd  like.  So  you  have  to  focus  on  the  thine 
that  you  can  control."
